turnips and rutabagas ready for market. 3-4, A1 2, 1912. 

Every page carries the name of the newspaper from which 
the entry is made and the main topic, such as agriculture, 
science, industry. The item above is on a page of the chapter 
on agriculture. The reader of this Index will thus know that 
the item above is in the chanter on agriculture, St. Petersburg 
Times, third page, fourth column in the issue of April 2, 1912. 

In all chapters, carrying the main topics, the entries for 
the three newspapers, St. Petersburg Times, St. Petersburg 
Independent and The Clearwater Sun, are classified separately; 
but they are bound in the same volume except the chapters on 
City Government.

In this report Whitney shows activities of the 
following committees: Advertising, City Library and 
Advertising Commission, Finance, Membership, Commercial 
relations. Docks and Shipping, Legislation, Buildings, 
Good Roads, Water Front Committees and Committee on 
Entertainments and Parks and Streets; Transportation, 
Special Transportation. 

Other important matters in which the board assisted 
were; New post office appropriation; adoption of an 
official guide; aiding government in improving commer- 
cial harbor at Bayboro; annual convention of Florida 
State Good Roads Association; Retail Hardware Mens 
Association convention; entertainment in opening of 
Tampa and Gulf Coast Railway; securing through city 
advertisement commission 1,000 pennants, with picture 
of waterfront; securing appropriation for reprint of 
1914 years booklet.

ST. PETERSBURG REVISED CHARTER 1915 

THE REVISED CHARTER OF ST. PETERSBURG IS DESCRIBED IN A 
SUMMARY PUBLISHED IN THE ST. PETERSBURG DAILY TIMES OF 
JANUARY 29, 1915. THE SECTIONS REVISED ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: The words "territorial limits" 

changed to "cofporate limits". 

8ECTI0N 3: The title of mayor abolished and 

the term of commissiohers changed from six to three years, 
and the time of beginning and ending of each term given 

SECTION 4: Changed so that each commissioner 

must have been a resident of the city for two years prior 
to the date of election 

SECTION 9: The chairman of the board of com- 
missioners takes the place of the present mayor; and a 
vice chairman is elected to take the place of the chair- 
man when he is absent 

SECTION 10: The chairman of the board of com- 
missioners has no veto power 

SECTION 14: Ordinances shall have only two read- 
ings and three days shall elapse between the introduction 
and final passage. Every resolution authorizing the execu- 
tion of any contract involving liabilities over $500 shall 
be published as ordinances are published, except emergency 
resolutions 

SECTION 15: Every ordinance shall become a law 

upon its final passage, except an emergency ordinance, which 
becomes effective on its first passage

SECTION 19: The commissioner at the head of the 

department of public affairs to represent the city. "City 
auditor" changed to "city accountant". 

SECTION 32; Each commissioner shall prepare each 

month a statement of the receipts and expenses of his de- 
partment, and file the same with the city clerk for public 
inspection 

SECTION 23: Changed to allow the board of com- 
missioners to license all privileges and businesses and 
professions and occupations in the city; also the sale of 
spiritous, vinous and malt liquors; the license tax shall 
not be dependent upon the general state revenue law 

SECTION 24: Providing for a general municipal 

election for the first Tuesday in June, 1915, to elect a 
commissioner of public works, same to serve for a regular 
term of three years; and also a general municipal election 
in 1917 and 1919 to elect successors to tne present commiss- 
ioners for terms of three years; also providing for a second 
general election whenever the first election does not result 
in the leading candidate receiving a majority of the votes 
cast for all candidates; also providing for special elections 

SECTION 57: The form of the ballot changed to 

the Australian ballot, doing away with the first, second and 
third choice. The candidate receiving a majority of the vote 
cast for all candidates shall be elected 

SECTION 38: The candidates in the second election 

shall be the candidates receiving the first and second high- 
est number of votes cast in the first election 

SECTION 43: Recall election requires 40 per cent 

instead of 20 per cent of qualified electors of last general 
election 

SECTION 58: Mode of protesting against ordinances 

i s that if an ordinance is to be protested, any five voters 
of the city may give notice to the city clerk of their in- 
tention to file a protest against the ordinance.

The man who knew St. Petersburg, foot by foot, 
as the site for t he city as originally 
laid out by General John Constantine 
Williams, its founder, A. L. Hunt of 
Kenansville, Fla., comes back after 20 
years to visit the ground which he surveyed 


A. L. Hunt, who made the first survey of St. 
Petersburg, returned to St. Petersburg January 29 
1918 

His visit was an event in the life of Hunt and 
also that of the city; for as chief engineer of the 
Orange Belt Railroad, he laid out the townsite of 
St. Petersburg during the years of 1887 and 1888. 

It’s thirty years since he "ran the lines" and set 
the stakes in a mile square tract of land designat- 
ing the streets and avenues in the "dream city" which 
the railroad company and General Williams, the city's 
founder, then planned. He returned twenty years 
later to see a struggling village where once there 
had been not a single house and no inhabitants 
except those in the crew which accompanied him and 
aided in making the survey. January 29, 1918, he 
saw a modern city with thousand of citizens and 
thousands of visitors. He realized that the dream

of thirty years ago had been surpassed in the reali- 
ties of to-day 

Mr, Hunt is now a resident of Kenansville, Osceola 
county, Fla,, where he is connected with the land de- 
partment of the Florida East Coast Railroad on the 
Okeechobee branch. He tells interesting stories of 
the early days on Pinellas peninsula and how he spent 
two weeks with teams in reaching the present site of 
St, Petersburg from what is now known as Trilby and 
then called “Macon", TUhile there was no town where 
St, Petersburg now stands in those days, there was a 
trading post near Big Bayou, south of the city, and 
it was here that he bought supplies. He recalls the 
yellow fever days of 1888, when residents of Tampa 
sought refuge in this section and the efforts made 
to keep them out 

Mr, Hunt aided in the building of the railroad 
line into the city and built the railroad pier in 
the years that followed his survey. He also super- 
intended the rebuilding of the pier 

Looking over the city January 29, 1918, he found 
but few landmarks which seemed familiar and took 
great joy from watching the crowds at Williams Park 
during the band concerts. He chose this spot for a

FIRST HIGH SCHOOL COMMENCEMENT IN ST. PETERSBURG 


Education had its first real triumph in St. Peters- 
burg Friday afternoon May 3, 1901. On that day 
Miss Annie Bradshaw was the lone member of the 
first graduating class of any high school in 
Pinellas county. It is interesting to note the 
fact that the St. Petersburg Times wrote prophet- 
ically: "To Miss Annie Bradshaw belongs the dis- 
tinction of being the first pupil to finish this 
work, an honor that will remain to increase in 
importance in her memory during future years." 
Extracts from the text of The Times news report 
of this first graduating ceremony are here given 
(Supervisor's note) 


A red letter day, indeed, was yesterday for St. Peters- 
burg school. The closing exercises of the year's work 
have always been of much interest, but a specially great one 
attached this year in the first annual commencement exercises 
of the high school course. To Miss Annie Bradshaw belongs 
the distinction of being the first pupil to finish this 
work, an honor that will remain to increase in importance 
in her memory during future years 


At the hour yesterday afternoon the Assembly Hall was 
crowded to overflowing with parents, patrons and friends 
of pupils and school. Ttie room was tastefully decorated 
and careful preparation had been made by the earnest and 
tireless teachers 


The program opened with an overturen "The Grenadier," 
by the school orchestra, followed by the song, "Every Day 
Hath its Troubles," by the girls chorus class. Prayer was

Crickets Song" by the chorus class, and then came the 
principal event of the program, the essay of the graduate. 
Miss Annie Bradshaw, which was listened to with admiring 
interest by the large assemblage of schoolmates and 
friends. Prof. Guisinger presented her with the first 
diploma issued from the St. Petersburg high school with 
brief and appropriate remarks. County Superintendent 
Graham, who was among the visitors, was called upon by 
Prof. Guisinger and responded with a brief but eloquent 
address, after which the exercises were closed with 
"Postman’s March" by the orchestra.

HISTORY OF ST. PETERSBURG HIGH SCHOOL 1900-1916 

A HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE ST. PETERSBURG HIGH SCHOOL, 

COVERING ITS LIFE FROM 1900 to 1916, IS PUBLISHED IN 

THE EVENING INDEPENDENT OF DECEMBER 23, 1916. A 

SUMMARY FOLLOWS: 

From a high school held in a small frame building and 
a graduating class of one pupil to a high school building 
to cost $175,000 and accomodate 800 pupils, - that is the 
progress made by the St. Petersburg High School from 1900 
to December, 1916. The first high school in the city was 
supervised by tne state of Florida 

When the city of St. Petersburg took over the high 
school it was held in an old frame building on Third avenue 
North, on the ground now occupied by the Ansonia hotel. 

The old building was owned by E. H. Thomlinson who rented 
it to the school board. It was later moved off the ground. 
The school was carried on in the old wooden building until 
1913. After a $30,000 issue of 1911 for a new building 
was^oted by a large majority. The school board at that 
time consisted of A. F. Bartlett, E. P. Harrison and Dr. 

J. D. Peabddy 

As far back as 1906 a new building was asked for by the 
board, and bonds for $10,000 were requested but denied by 
the voters. In 1907 bonds amounting to $15,000 were asked 
for; in 1908 the board asked for $20,000 for the same pur- 
pose and the citizens began to investigate the need for a 
new building; then, in 1911, they voted favorably for the 
i ssue 

The high school building was completed and ready for the 
session of 1913 and accomodated 400 pupils 

The members of the Board of Education for 1916 were: 

A. F. Thomlinson, L. D. Childs, T. A. Chancellor. They 
planned to build a $175,000 high school building to hold 
800 pupils

A. H. ROBERTS, SECRETARY OF THE FLORIDA PRISON DEPARTMENT 
IN THE EVENING INDEPENDENT OF DECEMBER 30, 1916, WRITES 
A HISTORY OF THE ST. PETERSBURG HIGH SCHOOL. HE IS A 
GRADUATE OF THE 1903 HIGH SCHOOL CLASS. A SUMMARY OF 
HIS ARTICLE FOLLOWS: 

It was in 1901 (May 3rd, the day of the great Jackson- 
ville fire) that the first ’'graduating class* of the St. 
Petersburg high sohool made its debut, the one graduate 
being Miss Annie Bradshaw, now Mrs. Ernest Mansfield. 

During the summer, Bret B. Bradley completed the prescribed 
course, but the honor of being the first graduate belongs 
to Mrs. Mansfield, who for several years was a grade 
teacher in St. Petersburg schools 

Board of trustees at that time consisted of Messrs. John 
0. Heard, J. 0. Bradshaw and E. P. Harris. The first two 
named, declining to run for re-election, were succeeded by 
Messrs. George Edwards and A. P. Weller. Failing health 
caused the resignation of Mr. Weller (father of Mrs. Horace 
Williams, a member of the class of 1904). Professor A. F. 
Bartlett was selected to succeed him, serving until, with 
the creation of Pinellas county, he became a member and 
ohairman of the county school board. Professor L. W. Buok- 
holz was county superintendent of Hillsborough county at 
the time, being succeeded in 1901 by Professor B. 0. Graham,

the latter four years later by Professor W. B. Dickenson; 
while Mr. Buokholz, after eight years service in the Florida 
State College faoulty, was again elected in 1908. He is 
now a member of the University of Florida faculty at Gaines- 
ville. The county was divided during his last administration 
Professor Dixie M. Hollins beooming the first superintendent 
of the new county of Pinellas 

The St. Petersburg schools opened in the fall of 1900 
with a few more than 300 pupils, having doubled its enroll* 
ment during the two years under the direction of the then 
Principal, Professor Joseph E. Guisinger 

Nine pupils were in the three year high school course 
which the schools then afforded. The other members of the 
faculty at that time were Professor G. Walter Chambers, first 
assistant, who, with the principal, taught the eighth grade 
and high school classes, and Mrs. C. 0. Wilder, Mrs. Emily 
Eeagy, Ethel Bachman, Miss Adams and Professor Henry 0. 

Dann, grade teachers, Mrs. Maude Aikin was added to the 
faculty during the year. 

E. H. Tomlinson, in 1900, built and equipped the manuel 
training and domestic science school for the children of 
St. Petersburg, following it up in 1902 with the erection 
of the manuel training school annex, now the city hall. He 
had already equipped the school orohestra, the cadet company 
and one or two minor features out of the numerous benefac- 
tions which he conferred upon the schools of his adopted

The manual training sohool and St. Peters Episcopal 
church were completed about the same time, at the close 
of 1900, with the Perry and Norton blocks, represented 
all of St. Petersburg* s pretentions to brick structures. 

(The one paved thoroughfare was an elegent oyster shell 
"loop", including what is now Central avenue. Ninth at north 
the dreveway on the north side of Reservoir Lake into 
Second street and back into Central avenue; then known 
as Sixth avenue) . 

Some four or five hundred tourists visited St. Peters- 
burg that winter * 

In 1903 the second graduating class and the last to 
leave the old wooden building opposite the water works, 
consited of W. K. Armistead, Burnette Chase (Mrs. Carl 
Kemp), Emily Ainslie and Grace Edwards. Mr. W. K. 

Armistead later became one of the city officials. A 
feature of 1903 commencement was the holding of exercises 
for the first time in the annex auditorium and laying the 
cornerstone of the new High School building, the first 
of the brick structures devoted to class work 

The class of 1903 the first to graduate from the new 
building consisted of Frankie Davis (Mrs. John H. Williams), 
Hazel Rowland, Mr. Fred L. Klutts and A. H. Roberts

Four members seemed to be the "constitutional” number 
of each graduating class until 1905, when it jumped to 
six 


From 1901 to 1905 the higher grades of the St. Petersburg 
school reoeived state aid, and were known as St. Petersburg 
Normal and Industrial school. This was discontinued by 
the "Buckman Aot" of 1905, which abolished all state 
institutions of higher learning,, establishing a new 
university and state collge for women and legislature 
presented Hillsborough oounty the school equipment which 
had been purchased out of state appropriations 

Graduates of St. Petersburg high sohool (ten in number) 
in 1903 organized an alumni association with Miss Annie 
Bradshaw as president and in 1906 chose A. H. Roberts 
for its president. The high school enrollment in 1902 
and 1903 amounted to about 33 (all classes above eighth 
grade) 

Mr. A. H. Roberts never lost interest in his "alma- 
mater" since 1900, when the St. Petersburg High School was 
a $7,000 wooden frame building with an enrollment of nine 
pupils, to the present time when city proposes $175,000 
high school building with present enrollment of over 300 
pupils

St. Petersburg's new $300,000 high school is dedicat- 
ed on February 10, 1920. It is situated in the heart 
of the city and overlooks Mirror Lake 

The building was built with money raised in two bond 
issues in School District No. 3. The first bond election 
was held January 29, 1917 and was for $175,000 in 30-year 
five percent bonds. These bonds were sold to Elston & 
Company of Cnicago and brought a total of $182,702.77 

A second bond issue of $75,000 was voted on April 22, 
1919, and was sold on June 10, 1919, to Stacey & Braum 
of Toledo, Ohio, for $82,247.39. These were 30-year six 
percent bonds 

The construction was started by the Cal F. Thomas 
Company and finished by school officials of the county 
after the contractors declared they were unable to con- 
tinue building operations > 

The building was designed by William B. Ittner, who 
furnished all plans and specifications for the building 
and the equipment

ST. PETERSBURG FIRE DEPARTMENT 1914 

In a special edition of The St. Petersburg Times of 
December 2, 1914, the St. Petersburg Fire 
Department is described in detail and little 
biographies of the members and the officials of 
the department are given, as in the following 
summary:- 

Chief J. T. McNulty, born at Mineral Point, Mo., March 
24, 1881; was paid member of Meridian, Miss., fire 
department when only 13 years old, minding horses 
wjiile firemen were engaged in putting out fires. 

After three years of horse-holding, he was appointed 
captain of Meridian fire department; quit fire 
department and attended Mississippi Agriculture and 
Mechanical College, at Starkesville for a year. 

Returning to Meridian fire department, he resigned 
and worked on a railroad for a short time, then going 
back to the Meridian fire department. In 1906 he 
again resigned and went to Ensley, Alabama, where he 
was made Captain of Engine House No. 16 and later was 
attached to Engine House No. 1, Birmingham, Alabama. 

He left Birmingham in April, 1913, to come to 
St. Petersburg to be Chief 

K. W. Williams, captain of Central Engine House crew, next 
in authority to the Chief, is the veteran of the depart- 
ment, joining May 22, 1911, when the fire apparatus was 
quartered in City Hall building. Captain Williams was 
born in Live Oak, Florida, June 29, 1890 

Herbert L. Oliver, driver of the new motor truck, has been 
a member of the department since January 5, 1913 

J. Q. Farrell, born at Hazelhurst, Mississippi, March 24, 
1888, Joined the St. Petersburg fire department 
December 4, 1912 

H. H. Gilbert was bom on March 15, 1892, and spent the 
greater part of his life in St. Petersburg, Joining 
the fire department December 15, 1912 

J. A. Sumner, bora at Dade City, Florida, December 28, 

1890, joined the St. Petersburg fire department November 
1, 1912 

"Modern equipment" is the slogan of the incoming Council- 
men. The equipment includes a new triple combination 
American LaFrance truck; one combination horse wagon, 
chemical and ladder truck, motor driven; hook and 
ladder truck; horse wagon, highly efficient steam pump

Fire Chief J. T. McNulty, known as "Chemical Crank" 

believed in use of chemicals before calling for water; 
the losses by "water damage" very low: out of 87 
alarms for year 1914, water was turned on 12 fires 
and chemicals used on 75 fires. 


St. Petersburg passes from third class insurance to 
second class insurance rating January 1, 1915, this 
created by bond issue for complete modern equipment, 
engine houses, water system, and electric fire alarms 

A new fire station is located at Moffett Ave. and Ninth 
street north; cost of construction $4,300 

To bring this efficient fire department from third class 
to second class rating cost approximately $55,000 

Water supply during fires has met requirements of the 
Southeastern Underwriters Association recommendations; 
water mains 4 inches to 6 inches, giving fire depart- 
ment capacity of 3,000 gallons a minute. The bond 
issue included items of $41,000 for water system and 
$11,000 for fire department equipment and construction

Fire Chief J. T. McNulty, St. Petersburg, reports 347 
permits for buildings in 1916 and other details 

St. Petersburg has one of the most efficient fire 

departments in the state. Chief J. T. McNulty's record 

as a fire fighter has been more than sustained. During 

the year 1916 the department has answered 114 alarms and 

has to report the remarkably small loss of $>1,463.31 

within the city limits. The department has also saved 

thousands of dollars worth of property outside the city 

limits. The lose outside for the year was $8,050.31 

The department responded to 114 alarms; ran 2,597 
blocks; laid out 10,600 feet of fire hose; used 774 
gallons of chemicals and raised 1,436 feet of ladders. 

The alarms received were 2l by box, 17 still alarms, and 
76 by telephone. The buildings fired were: Four brick, 
74 frame. There were 36 fire^s other than in buildings.

MRS. W. A. COATS AND SUPERINTENDENT E. BROWN MAZE REPORT 

FOR AUGUSTA MEMORIAL HOSPITAL, ST. PETERSBURG, IN 

THE ST. PETERSBURG DAILY TIMES OF AUGUST 17, 1913: 

At the organization of the Hospital Commission last 
Wednesday, a brief summary of the year’ s work for the 
hospital was given. The present park-like appearance of 
the grounds and surroundings bears little resemblance to 
the wilderness of weeds, palmettos and large trees that 
presented itself to the site selected by the committee in 
1900 

But it was the unanimous choice of that committee and 
the first payment was made by the gift of $250 from E. H. 
Tomlinson. Three lots on the north side of Block 1, west 
of Shell Mound Park, was the site and $1,250 was the price 
paid 

The second and third payments were made by the Women’s 
Auxiliary and final payment from the generous gift of 
$2,500 of Hon. Joseph Sibley, through Rev. J. W. Harris. 

The remainder of Mr. Sibley's donation was used in the 
foundation of the building 

The city council purchased the three lost on the north 
side of the block and Dr. John Ennis was active in reno- 
vating and improving the small house on the grounds. He 
was assisted financially by eastern friends. The Auxiliary 
and other friends aided in purchasing the emergency 
hospital 

Over seven hundred dollars was spent by the Woman's 
Auxiliary in maintaining the institution. But having organ- 
ised with the purpose of building a new hospital, we began 
working to that end exclusively 

The city assumed control of the project and made an ap- 
propriation of nine thousand dollars to complete the build- 
ing and three thousand more was used before* it was finished. 
The Woman's Auxiliary assisted by paying $415 for elevator, 
$200 to extend it to the second floor and also paid for 
some details in building, at the cost of $200. The entire 
furnishings and equipment, aside from special gifts, has been 
done by the Auxiliary and these are estimated at over five 
thousand dollars

In the three years the Woman’s Auxiliary has raised 
► over six thousand and five hundred dollars, ($6, 500) 

Citizens and friends have aided generously. The follow- 
ing organizations have furnished rooms: B. P. 0. E. No. 

1324; I. 0. 0. F.; w. R. C. and D. A. R. The Pythian Sisters 
have provided a bed in the womens' ward. The state organiza- 
tions which furnished rooms are: New York and New Jersey, 

New England, Wisconsin and Kentucky. Tennessee pays for the 
furnishing of the mens’ ward. Individuals who have named 
and furnished rooms are Mr. and Mrs. C. M. Roser, Mr. and 
Mr. H. K. Heritage and Mr. and Mrs. D. C. Cook. The guests 
of the Hotel Huntington paid for the furnishing of the re- 
ception room with the exception of the handsome desk, office 
chair and bookcases, which were presented by the B. 0. Y. S. 
M. E. Baynard gave $250 toward the furnishing of the build- 
ing 

The St. Petersburg Investment Co. is giving free electric 
service; the ice company one hundred pounds of ice daily; 
the telephone company free service and F. H. Richardson 
presented and installed a fine operating light. Through the 
generosity of Mr. C. M. Roser we shall soon have a training 
school for nurses

AUGUSTA MEM ORIAL HOSPITAL DESCRIBED 1915 

The Augusta Memorial Hospital, St. Peters- 
burg's first humanitarian institution, 
is described in a full page article in 
the St. Petersburg Times of August 29, 
1915. The article is accompanied by 
photographs of t he hospital on its site, 
the Roser Room in the hospital, living 
room at the nurses home, reception room 
at the hospital, the womens ward and the 
Roser nurses home. The summary of the 
article follows: 


The hospital is located in the midst of trees at Sixth 
avenue and Seventh street south. It has screened porches, 
and is of pleasant frame construction, with double porches 
and has landscaped lawns and grounds .The three features 
of the hospital are simplicity, sanitation and efficiency 
of service. The reception room has oak furniture and the 
furnishings of all rooms on the second floor are of steel, 
enameled . 

Credit is given to women of St. Petersburg and public 
spirited business men and others for providing a hospital 
estimated to be worth $55,000, only #16,000 of which cost 
has been borne by the city itself. 

Contributions in furnishings and in other form have been 
made liberally by citizens of the city. Among the donors 
are Mr. and Mrs. C. M. Roser, the B. 0. Y. S Club, Hunting- 
ton Hotel and guests, New York and New Jersey Societies, Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas Shipley, York, Pa., Women's Relief Oorp, 

I. 0. 0. F. No. 35, D. A. R., Mr. and Mrs. H. K. Heritage,

B. P. 0. E No. 1324, New England Society, Wisconsin 
Society, Ur. and Mrs. 0. C. Cook, of Chicago, Michigan

Among new features recently installed are: Vacuum 
fan of 1175 cubic feet capacity in the operating room; 
new floors in the operating room; renovation of the 
operating room in white. Building contains fourteen 
large rooms, a ward for men and one for women, a 
reception room, wide halls, operating room, dining room, 
kitchen, laundry, four bathrooms, two diet kitchens and 
store room, and four spacious verandas. The hospital 
has elevator, dumb-waiter and is steam heated and electric- 
ally lighted throughout. 

The hospital opened May 3, 1913. Complete records of 
all cases have been kept. A booklet descriptive of the 
hospital is now in press at the plant of the Taylor Art 
Printing Company. 

While many publio spirited citizens discussed the idea 
of a hospital, E. H. Tomlinson was the first actually to 
start the ball rolling. Mr. Tomlinson deposited $250 in 
a bank to be used in the purchase of a site for the pro- 
posed hospital. This donation made possible the purchase 
of the site selected. J. 0. Sibley, the Rev. W. J. Harris 
of the Baptist Temple and Mrs. W. A. Coats (later Mrs. 

John C. Leonard) were also active in the preliminary and 
subsequent efforts to build and operate the hospital.

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On the ground selected was a small frame building. 

A Womans Auxiliary was formed and an active campaign for 
funds was started. Or. J. B. Ennis and the Sunshine 
Society of New York renovated this old structure. This 
building was later removed by C. M. Roser and on its site 
the present home for nurses was erected. Once the 
Emergency Hospital was completed citizens, church organize*- 
tions and the Womans Auxiliary raised funds to build the 
present hospital structure. The enterprise was at this 
time under private control but a movement was started 
early to place the hospital under city management. An 
election for referendum bonds to a total of $9,500 was 
called. The issue carried at the election but before 
the building was completed it was seen that more funds 
were needed. Again the Womans Auxiliary conducted a 
campaign to raise money. 

The hospital was opened May 1, 1913. It had not yet 
been given a name. It was suggested that it be called 
the Tomlinson Hospital. Tomlinson himself raised 
objections to this. He finally consented to the name 
"Augusta Memorial Hospital," Augusta being the Christian 
name of his mother.

LIBRARY AND ADVERTISING BOARD 


The history of the Library and City Advertising 
Board, known for a time as the Library and Advertising 
Board, is closely linked with the history of the 
hospitals in St. Petersburg. The activities of this 
board have set the pace for the foundation and advancement 
of the city and the results in county population and 
growth far more definitely than any index record can 
present, either in this work, now available to the 
residents and visitors in Pinellas county, or any other

LIBRARY AND ADVERTISING COMMISSION REPORT 1915 

The St. Petersburg Library and Municipal Advertising 

Commission makes report of activities from July 2 to 

September 30, 1915. Members of the Commission are 

W. L. Straub, J. N. Brown and Annie M'Rae. The 

report follows: 

As reported previously, there was delay in the comple- 
tion of the library building and we took all possible 
means to endeavor to get an early settlement with the con- 
tractors. We held a number of sessions in July and dis- 
cussed the matter fully with the contractors, who proposed 
terms for a final settlement that we did not consider 
wholly satisfactory. 

Therefore, as provided in the contract, the matter was 
referred to a board of arbitration on July 23, 1913 and 
settlement was made according to the award of this board 
and the building accepted August 10, 1915. Reference to 
this award will be found in the fuller report submitted 
on the Carnegie library building and funds 

On August 4th we considered numerous applications for 
the position of librarian and appointed Miss Emma Moore 
Williams, librarian and Miss Margaret H. Jenkins, assistant. 
The new furniture ordered has been installed in the build- 
ing for some time and on September 9th the books etc were 
removed from the reading room to the new building and the 
public library was opened two days later with Miss Jenkins 
in charge 

Rules and regulations for the library in regard to hours 
of opening, issuing of books etc were adopted September 
22nd and will become effective as soon as the necessary 
library supplies can be obtained. We have placed insurance, 
$2,000, for a term of three years on books and furniture. 

We executed contract with the St. Petersburg Concert 
Band on September 21st to furnish concerts during the 
coming tourist season, for a consideration of $2,000, the 
contract being similar to the one in force last season. 

Report of finances is attached. We beg to call your 
attention to the item paid the Board of Trade for summer 
advertising. In this campaign of summer advertising we 
consider that the amount spent, $217,27, was effectively 
and economically used, space having been taken in seventeen 
Florida newspapers for a term of from two to eight weeks.

HISTORY OF CARNEGIE LIBRARY. ST. PETERSBURG, 1917 

The Carnegie Library of 1917 is contrasted with the first . 

reading room established in 1897 in a feature article by 

M. Arter in The Evening Independent of January 26, 1917 

In the year 1897 a reading room association was organi- 
zed in the then village of St. Petersburg. The little group 
opened a reading room at 409 Central avenue. When the 
Spanish-American W a r broke out in 1898 United States sol- 
diers stationed here used this reading room as a refuge and 
a haven of rest. The association paid $5 a month for this 
room. Expenses were raised by contribution, excursions, 
etc; in this way the room was kept open until 1899, when 
it closed for want of funds 

The reading room was re-opened in September, 1905 in a 
room at 324 Central ave. It remained in this location until 
the fall of 1908, when it was again closed because of an 
advance in rent, which the association could not pay 

Two months later, December 1, 1908, the reading room 
was once more opened to the public in the corner room of 
the Mitchell block. A year later it was moved into a two 
room suite in the same building, where for six years and 
nine months Miss Margaret Jenkins kept the rooms open to 
all. The rental of books, donations by merchants and the 
city contributed to her meagre salary until the year 1910, 
when the city took over the reading room and maintained it 
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HI 8 TORY OF CARNEGIE LIBRARY, ST. PETERSBURG, 1917 (Con't) 

The city of St. Petersburg accepted a Carnegie fund of 
$17,500 for the creation of a building for a public library, 
the cornerstone of which was laid with unposing ceremonies 
December 19, 1914. The building was completed during 1915 
at a cost of about $23,000 and was situated on the border 
of Mirror Lake at Fifth street and the foot of Third avenue 
north 

The books were moved from the old quarters in the Mit- 
chell block to the new public library building September 9, 
1915, and the building was opened to the public December 1, 
1915. With a total of 2,600 books and 490 borrowers the 
rental list for the first month in the new building showed 
1,378 books taken out. No dedicatory public exercises have 
been held since the completion of the building 

The management of the library is under the control of a 
Library and Advertising Board elected by the City Commis- 
sioners. The rooms are in charge of Miss Erma Moore 
Williams; associated with Miss Williams is Miss Margaret 
Jenkins, whose long years of faithfulness to the library 
cause is rewarded by this position 

The library now has 3,334 books on its shelves, an in- 
crease of 658 books during the last year. Books are loaned 
free to all residents of the city and taxpayers whether 
residents or tourists. All other persons pay a fee of five 
cents for each rental period of any book

R. E. Ludwig, Director of Public Utilities in St. Peters- 
burg makes report for year 1916. A summary follows: 

One of the most spectacular evidences of prosperity 
during the year 1916 is shown in the municipal gas plant 
report. Through the introduction of economic methods 
evolved by Director of Public Utilities R. E. Ludwig the 
operating expenses have been greatly reduced 

An active campaign has been waged by Mr. Ludwig to 
introduce gas as fuel in the homes. The records show 
that in December 1916, 1,140 house services were connect- 
ed. For the same month in 1915, there were 760. The 
total meters in use last December was 1,095. At the pre- 
sent time there are 1,700. Last year the plant made 
2,339,026 cubic feet of gas in December and this year 
3,150,000 cubic feet 

Collections, too, show growth. December, 1915, return- 
ed $1,655 as against $3,150 for this December, a climb of 
almost 50 percent. The cost of operating the plant was 
kept about the same, or even lower. The total amount of 
coke used in December, 1915, was 123,000 pounds, while in 
December, 1916, 120,000 pounds were used. Oil fuel used 
was for December, 1915, total of 11,690 gallons; for 
December, 1916, total of 13,500 gallons

The water works also enjoyed a prosperous year. The 
receipts for December, 1916, were $2,070, as against 
$1,906 for December, 1915. Pumpage for the two months 
were for 1915, total of 19,412,000 gallons as against 
19,000,000 gallons for 1916. Fuel consumption at the 
water works during the past month was about 0.78 gallons 
of fuel to each 1,000 gallons of water pumped. The same 
period in 1915 averaged about 1,103 gallons of oil to 
each 1,000 gallons of water.

ZONING ORDINANCE, ST. PETERSBURG, 1938 

St. Petersburg City Council approves 
new zoning ordinance to assist in 
preparations for proposed negro 
settlement area with government 
aid. The area is described 

The new zoning ordinance brought before council 
yesterday by Councilman Oliver William Hewitt would 
outlaw construction of sub-standard design houses 
in practically all of the negro sections in the city 
and would raise most of the sections from residential 
zone B to A. However, it would not affect three ten- 
tative federal housing sites on the south side. 

The ordinance virould set up a building, repair, and 
demolition board composed of the director of public 
works, tax assessor, and director of sanitation. The 
board's duty would be to hear appeals in cases inhere 
houses are condemned or ordered demolished in the 
new zones 

The act creates also new fire zones, designated 
as 3-A, 3-B, and 3-C 

The city manager would be required under the act 
to submit a report to council each quarter on the 
condition of buildings yrithin the areas specified in
